The increase will come in pen-

nesses.

er is still a bargain." 


First class postage will be up 


from 4 to 5 cents beginning at 
12:01 
a.m. next Monday. Air mail 


will be1 8 cents, post cards 
4 


cents. 


Congress increased postal rates 


to bring in an extra $600 million 
a year. The move is an attempt 
to make the Post Office Depart- 
ment self-supporting. 


In 1961, Arkansas mail receipts 


were $15,396,311.50. The $918,654 
figure was the estimate of the 
Post Office Department in Wash- 
ington of the increase resulting 
from first class and air "mail 
hikes. 


It didn't take into consideration

Most taxpayers needn't worry. 


I Only one out of 10 is affe'cte'd—the 
one who claims I & E deductions 
on his income tax returns. 


Just what this paperwork must 


cover still isn't definite. The IRS 
is writing still more rules and will 
issue the next batch of regula- 
tions in February. 


For a starter, here are basic 


guideline: 


Eve'r'y taxpayer who expects uo 


claim deductions for business, en- 
tertainment, travel or gifts on his 
1963 tr.x return must keep a true, 
current and quite detailed recrd 
of such spending. 


There is no arbitrary ceiling on

hell lower than American com- 


panies can produce theirs. 


Such exports, now around 650,- 


000 barrels a day, should reach a 
million barrels a day by 1965, oil- 
men here say. 


Already the Communist have 


captured 20 per cent of the Italian 
market, 18 per cent of the Swe- 
dish, and all of Iceland's. And 
while Italy has agreed to cut 
"ick, its forward' commitments 
w 
*i 
will keep the flow high for some 
time. Others may have the same 
trouble reducing their imports. 


But the real threat lies in the 


huge reserves the Soviet Union 
could lap to offer a potential out- 
put of 14 million barrels a day by 
1905, oilmen here say.
